Provided further that if he belongs to category (d ), the 
certificate of eligibility will be valid only for a period of 
one year from the date of his appointment beyond which 
he can be retained in service , only if he has become a citi 
zen of India , 

2 . Age – The age of applicants should not exceed 25 years 
on the date specified in the advertisement. Upper age- limit 
iş relaxable by 5 years for Scheduled Castes and Schedul 
ed Tribes candidates and by 3 years for displaced persons. 
In the case of Registered and Chartered Accountants as 
well as Cost and Works Accountants , candidates up to the 
age of 29 will be considered . Relaxation upto a limit of 
two years will also be permitted in the case of candidates 
possessing exceptionally good educational qualifications. 
All applications should be supported by attested copy of 
the Matriculation or School Leaving Certificate showing 
the date of birth . 

3. Qualifications Applicants should be Graduates with 
Honours or Distinction and with a uniformly good acade 
mic career. Bachelors or Masters of Commerce and Char 
tered Accountants or Cost and Works Accountants ( A . C . 
W . A . England and A .I. C . W . A . India ) may also apply . Pre 
ference will be given to candidates who have appeared in 
che Combined Competitive Examination for the Indian 
Administrative Service and other Class I Central Services 
and have been called for interview and who , though un 
successful in securing an appointment have shown a high 
degree of proficiency and possess high academic qualifica 
tions .

(b ) Are you a displaced person from areas which 

now form Pakistan ? If so , an attested copy of 
Refugee Registration certificate should be sent 

in support by those availing of age concession . 
(vi) Place and date of birth (Christian Era ). ( Support 

ed by an attested copy of the Matriculation or 
School Leaving Certificate showing the date of 

birth ). 
( vii) Educational qualifications. (Full particulars in each 

examination from Matric / S . S . L . C . onwards indi 
cating maximum marks for each paper or subject 
and marks actually secured , with totals and Divi 
sion obtained duly supported by attested copies of 

certificates). 
( viii) (a ) Year in which the candidate appeared in the 

All India Competitive test ( the roll rumber 

and the marks secured and the position ). 
(b ) If appeared , whether called for interview . 
( ix ) (a ) Whether the candidate previously applied for 

appointment as an S . A . S . apprentice and was 

called for interview . 
(b ) If so, date and place of interview . 
(c ) Whether the candidate has acquired any addin 

tional educational qualifications since the last 

interview . 
(x ) Previous experience of office work , if any . 
(xi) Whether willing to serve anywhere in India . If 

not, the particular State or Office in which willing 

to serve , 
NOTE - -Applications not supported by the above particu 
lars are liable to be rejected . 
5 . Testimonia s Applications should be accompanied by 

Testimonials o character by Gazetted Officers or 
Magistrates who are not iclated to the applicant. A Sche 
duled Caste or a Scheduled Trihe candidate should pro 
duce a certificate in original that he belongs to one of the 
Scheduled Castes or Tribes (mentioning the caste or tribe ) 
from the District Magistraie or Sub - Divisional Officer of 
the place in which his parents (or surviving parent) ordi- 
aarily reside on the date of his application , or if both his 


parents and dead , of the place in which he himself ordi 
narily resides otherwise than for the rilrpose of his own 
education . The selected candidates shal , however , before 
appointment, be required to produce one certificate of 
character duly attested by a District Magistrate or a Sub 
Divisional Magistrate or their superior officers . 

6 . Last date for applications— All applivations must reach 
the office of the Comptroller and Auditor -General of India , 
New Delhi, nol later than the date specificd in the adver 
tiseinunt, Applications received after the date will not be 
considered . 

7. Interviews— Candidates shall have to appear before a 
Selection Board for interview at their own expense . 

8 . Period of Training - Apprentices shall have to undergo 
a rcgular course of training for a minimum period of two 
years - at such places and in such manner as the Comp 
troller and Auditor-General may prescribe from time to 
tiine. They may also be assigned regular duties as part 
of the training. 

9 . Departmental Examinations and Confirmation The 
jollowing general instructions have been laid down to 
regulate the examination and confirmation of the appren 
tices : 
( a ) During the period of his training , an apprentice 

shall have to pass both parts of the S .A . S . Exami 
nation in the particular Branch (Civil, P . & T ., 
Commercial, Railway, Defence or Supply ) to which 
he has been allotted . Two chances will crdinarily 
be allowed for passing each part of the Examina 
tion . An apprentice shall be under an obligation 
to take every S . A . S . Examination held after 10 
months of the commencement of his apprentice 
ship . A chance not availed of will also count 
against the limit of two chan es for each part of 

the Examination . 
( b ) If an apprentice is unsuccessful in Part I of the 

S . A . S . Examination within the number of chances 
ordinarily allowed for it, or having passed Part I 
is unsuccessful in Part II of the Examination with 
in the prescribed number of chances allowed for it , 
he shall become liable to discharge. The Comptrol 
ler and Auditor-General may, however , if he consi 
ders that there are special circumstances justify 
ing the concession , allow at his discretion onę fur 
ther chance to pass any part of the Examination . 
An apprentice who has failed to qualify himself 
for the S .A . S . may be absorbed as an Upper Divi 
sion Clerk on such terms and conditions as Comp 

troller and Auditor -General may decide upon . 
( c ) On passing the S . A . S . Examination in full as laid 

down in clause (a ) above , an apprentice will be 
come eligible for appointment to the S . A . S . on 
probation . The period of probation shall be one 
year. If he gives a satisfactory account of himself 
during this period he will be eligible for confirma 
tion with etlect from the date of commencement of 
probation subject to satisfactory reports on his 
conduct and work and fulfilment of the conditions 
laid down in sub - clause ( d ) below . The confirma 
tion will not, however , give any special claims to 
seniority which will be governed by orders issued 
on the subject by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General from time to time, 


(d ) Confirmation , and increment after the stage of 

Rs. 245 in the S . A . S . scale , will depend upon the 
apprentice s passing Examinations in Hindi to be 
prescribed by the Comptroller and Auditor -Gene 
ral, 


10 . All apprentices at the time of appointment will be 
required to give an undertaking in writing to the cffect 
that during the period of their apprenticeship they will 
neither apply for any appointment elsewhere nor sit for 
any examination to qualify for other appointment. 

11 . Scales of Pay - During training, and so long as they 
are not appoinled on probation to the S . A . S ., the appren 
tices will get a fixed pay of Rs. 150 p .m , plus the dearness 
and other allowances at the scale fixed by the Government 
of India from time to time. With effect from the date of 
Appointment ( on probation ) to the S . A . S . they will be 
eligible for pay in the scale of Rs. 2001 100 B 40 
500 . 


Nois - On posting to an Accounts and Audit Office , either 
Pur training or otherwise, the Head of Department in rela 
tion to that oflice will exercise all powers in the same way, 
as he would have done, had the appointment as an appren 
tice been ab initio made by him .
